John Sherman Nominated. by 
the Caucus, 


A Bitter Fight for a Secret Ballot 
Made by Foraker’s Forces. 


Only One Ballot Was Necessary to 
Decide the Contest. 


Naturedly and Says He Never Wants 
Another Contest with Jehn 
Sherman.

Co.umsvs (O.,) Jan. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Republicans of 
Ohio have spoken and John Sherman is 
to succeed himself in the United 
States Senate. Foraker is defeated, but 
even in defeat his leadership excites 
the admiration of his opponents and he 
is tonight, more than ever, the 
idol of those dauntless young Re- 
publicans who have given him such 
noble allegiance. For three days there 
has been but one result staring these. 
hardy enthusiasts inthe face—the ulti- 
mate election of Sberman. But the in- 
evitable was unable to dampen their 
enthusiasm and they found glory in 
going dowa’ to defeat with their leader 
and attesting the devotion which none 
but the fiery Foraker could have in- 
spired in the young ee of 
Ohio. 

With the expiration of the. hatin: 
rial term to which Sherman is to be 
elected he will have completed forty- 
four years of continuous public service. | 
It will bea record without parallel in | 
the history of American statesmanship. 
For every year will have been spent in 
Washington in the service of the Fed- 
eral Government. John Sherman is 69 
age old. He was elected to Congress 
n 1854, at the time of the Kansas- 
Nebraska troubles, and as a member of 
the Congressional Committee on the 
question of the extension of slavery in 
1854 he wrote the famous anti-slavery 
report which made him one of the 
prominent leaders of the day. How 
well he has maintained this prominence 
in a service of six years in the House, 
four years in the Cabinent as Secretary 
of the Treasury and an aggregate of 
twenty-eight. years in the Senate the 
pages of American history bear record. 

When the joint catcus was convened, 

by acclamation Speaker Laylin was 
selected as chairman. He made a fe- 
licitous speech, ab6éunding in compli- 
ments to both candidates. Every Re- 
publican was present except Repre- 
sentative Jackson. After some debate 
a motion was adopted directing the 
sergeant-at-arms to clear the galleries. 
The vast audience hissed this action 
roundly, and.it was only after great 
trouble that the sergeant performed the 
task. 
The first division of sentiment took 
place on a resolution of the Foraker 
men for a secret ballot. Immediately 
the Sherman forces moved a substitute 
providing for an open ballot. A lively 
debate followed. 

Representative Griffin of the Foraker 
forces insisted that a secret ballot was 
necessary in order to protect men from- 
intimidation and coercion. ‘‘The only 
argument against a secret ballot,’’ said 
he, ‘tis the desire to see that he who 
dares to vote as conscience and convic- 
tions dictate may be bulldozed. |Ap- 
plause.] The right of secret ballot is 
one of the greatest prerogatives of a 
free public, and that right is rigidly 
preserved at the polls by every law 
upon the statute books.’’ 

Representative Taylor warned the 
caucus that it was by a secret ballot 
that the Democratsa few years ago 
nominated ‘*‘Coal Oil Payne’’ for the 
United States Senate and irretrievably 
wrecked their party and doomed them- 
selves to private life, [Applause. | 

resentative McGrew’s argument 
was little short of the sensational. 
‘‘Are we cowards or men?’’ said he. 
‘‘Twice has notice been served upon us 
that the calamity of private life may be 
our portion if we fail to respond to that 
side which has had the greatest 
strength of the House by threats. It 
won’t do totalk about looking people 
in the face. We say to them: Let 
somebody else look somebody in the 
face. [Sensation.]|. We have nothing 
to hide,. but demand that men be pro- 
tected against coercion. We objéct, 
too, that any onein a powerful posi- 
tion shall cast his shadow upon this as- 
sembly to hover over men here and 
make them do something not in accord- 
ance with the dictates of their own 
conscience.’’ [Applause. 

Afteran hour’s impassioned deba.e 
the substitute providing for an open 
ballot was adopted by a vote of 47 to 
44, three members not voting. 

In an eloquent speech Senator Nichols 
of Belmont presented the name of John 
Sherman. Representative Griffin. of 
Lucas nominated Joseph B. Foraker. 
His speech was frequently interrupted 
with applause. Representative “Welsh 
placed Gov.;elect McKinley in nomina- 
tion, and Representative Dicks of Ham-

_} aker were seconded by several gentle- 


men. 

There was intense excitement during 
roll call. The result was: Sherman, 
53; Foraker, 38; Foster, 1; McKinley, 
1, and amid tremendous applause Sher- 
man was declared the nominee 

On motion of a Foraker man, Sher- 
man's nomination was made unanimous, 
and a committ e appointed to wait. 
upon Sherman and Foreker and invite 
them to appear. Loud cheers greeted 
their appearance. On being intro- 
duced Senator Sherman said: 

Senators, Representatives and Fellow citizens: 
I return heartfelt thanks for thewery: high 
honor conferred. Iam under obligatiqns 
which I cannot expressin the language at 
my command. We have just passed 
through quite a contest—the most formid- 
able I ¢ver encounteredin Ohio, and I hope ‘ 
more formidable than I willever be called 
upen to encounter hereafter and 
ay at In this contest I held in lan-

contest. Senator Sherman said he does 
not want any more contests like this. 
{Laughter.] 1 thank him for the compli- 
ment, and vouch to you that I do not want 
ever again tocross swords with Sherman.

CHILEAN AFFAIRS. 


The Withdrawal of Matta’s Note Meets 
Much Favor. 


Celebrating the Opening of the Revolt 
Against Balmaceda—The Legation 
@ tothe United States Notto 
be Withdrawn,

New York, Jan. 6.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] The Herald's Valparaiso 
special says: ‘‘People generally ap- 
plaud the action of the administration 
in instructing Minister Montt at Wash- 
ington to withdraw Matta’s insulting 
letter in reply to the references in Sec- 
retary Tracy’s report and the Presi- 
dent’s message regarding the Baltimore 
affair. Matta’s circular, which was 
sent to all Chilean and European repre- 
sentatives, was couched all through in 
an offensive tone. He evidently had a 
grudge against the United States. 

“British Minister Kennedy has been 
ordered by his government to remain in 
Chile a month longer so that he may as- 
sist in settling the claims of Great 
Britain against Chile for the destruc- 
tion of property during the late war. 

‘Valparaiso, Santiago and Iquigue 
are celebrating the inauguration of the 
revolt against Balmaceda. The festivi- 
ties will be continued tomorrow. 

‘‘In the Chamber of Deputies today a 
discussion took place relative to the ab- 
olition of the Chilean Ministries in Eu- 
rope. In the course of the debate Seior 
Juliss Selar, advocating the withdrawal, 

rotested emphatically against degrad- 
fs ng or abolishing the United States Min- 
istry. He said it would be poor policy 
to do so now or inthe future. Headded 
that it was Chile’s desire to continue 
most cordial relations with the grand 
republic of the western hemisphere.”’ 


THE BALTIMORE. 


She = to be Wsde ide Keady for Another 
Cruise at Once. 

Vataso, Jan. 6.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The cruiser Baltimore arrived 
at the Mare Island navy-yard from San 
Francisco late yesterday afternoon. 
Off South Vallejo she fired a salute of 
thirteen guns, which was responded to 
by a seven-gun salute from the battery 
on the island. An extra force was put 
at work and thecruiser was hauled into 
the dock under electric lights. During 
the day conflicting rumors have been 
prevalent, the opinion being apparently 
that the pacific turn of affairs in Chile 
might entirely alter official plans in 
relation to the cruiser’s movements, but 
interviews with Admiral Irwin and his 
subordinates leave no doubt that the 
Baltimore will be rushed through the 
dock and sent to sea again within a 
week orten days. Every man of the 
crew of the Baltimore that could be 
spared was put to work this. morning 
scraping the bottom of the cruiser of 
barnacles. The extent of other repairs 
will have to be determined by the ex- 
amiding board, but it is not thought 
there is anything to prevent the 
cruiser being completely refitted in 
eight days. 

Theinquiry which will’ be commenced 


tack on the sailors at Valparaiso will 
be very therough and may last several 
days as there are about thirty witnesses 
to be examined.

Militia. 


The Lawless Element in Possession of 
the Courthouse, 


Indication That They Will Not Yield 
Without More Bloodshed. 


The Governor Says He Will Use the Entire 
Power of the State to Restore Order 
—Cause of the Present 
Trouble.

Kansis City, Jan. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A special to the Journal 
from Arkalon, Kans., says: ‘Forty 
as determined and desperate men 


as can be found on the border 
and armed to the teeth, barri- 
caded behind the wall of the 


courthouse at Springfield; forty soldiers 


as-—determined to dislodge and bring 


them to justice; a number of more 
soldiers guarding three of the murder- 
ous mob, arrested today, under orders 
to shoot them before surrendering to 


their companions in crime, who will- 


probably endeavor to release them be- 
fore day dawns: stil] more soldiers 
guarding the house of Judge Botkin 
from the attack of an enemy bent upon 
taking his life. Such is the situation to- 
nignt at the scene of the atrocious 
killing of Sheriff Dunn yesterday. 

“At 2:45 o’clock today Adj.-Gen. 
Roberts reached here with seventy-five 


| troops under command of Col. Rick- 


secker of Sterling. The company is 
formed of part of Co. E of Hutchison 
and Co. H. of Sterling of the Kansas 
National Guard, and met Gen. Roberts 
at the former place this morning. The 
intention of Gen. Roberts is to assist 
the only constituted anthorities inp the 
execution of thelaw. He is not here, 
he says, to take anybody’s part on any 
side. 

‘‘At Mineola word was received that 
the Woodsdale people had taken pos- 
session of the courthouse at Springtield 
and that Judge Botkin is at Arkalon 
awaiting reinforcements to help him 
open.court. At Mead it was found that 
Botkin had asked that town for help 
chiefly in the way ofarms. [i wili be 
remembered that his first telegram to 
the Governor was not for troops, but 
forarms. He seems to think that there 
are men enough here, bm they are not 
sufficiently equipped for the emergency. 


Judge Ellis of Pratt, where the 
family of the dead Sheriff Dunn’ 
resides, came in on the _ train 
with the intention of taking the 
body home. He was accompanied 
by the late sheriff's son. At Arkalon 


Judge Botkin and his followers were 
awaiting the arrival of the train, all 
armed with Winchesters. Judge Bot- 
kin himself carried a big six-shooter in 


a cartridge belt and many others were 


similarly armed. His vest was unbut- 
toned to the cutting wind and not one 
in town wore any coverings on their 
hands in order that the greatest free- 
dom might be preserved and the quick- 
est action admitted of in case of an 
emergency. 

“Botkin’s first speech to Adjt.-Gen. 
Roberts was that he wanted arms. He 
would rather have fifty armed and 
mounted deputies than all the militia- 
men in Kansas. 

‘Today Botkin wiréd the Gover- 
nor to send 100 stand of arms. He 
also wants troops kept here for three 
weeks and the county placed under 
martial law. Gen. Roberts has tele- 
graphed the Governor for instructions. 

‘Charles Orner and a man named 
Zandt, both ‘of Springfield, were ar- 
rested this morning. They were in 
hiding in acafion near Judge Botkin’s 
house, three miles this side of Spring- 
field. Yesterday afternoon Botkin him- 
self arrested Bay Robinson of Fargo 
Springs on the streets of Arkalon and 
viaced him under guard. The men are 
kept under separate guards to prevent 
them from talking. Word was received 
here that an attempt would be made to 
rescue the prisoners tonight. Upon re- 
ceipt of this report Botkin ordered 
that they be shot before they are 
surrendered. About 4 o'clock Co. Hin 
charge of Col. Ricksecker, started for 
Springfield in wagons to aid Deputy 
Sheriff Larrabee, if necessary, in serv- 
ing thirty warrants for arrests. Co. E, 
the regimental band and Gen. Roberts 
remained here to assist the deputies in 
guarding the prisoners and be ready to 
repel anv attack.

A CYCLONE. 


It Cuts a Deadly Swath Through a 
Georgia Town. 


Several Persons Killed—Thirty Dwellings 
Completely Wrecked—The Storm 
Also Plays Havoc in South 
Carolina and Florida. 


By Telegrapr to" The Times. 

. Atvanta (Ga.,) Jan. 6. the Asso- 
ciated Press ] Last night a biack, fun- 
nel-shaped cloud, fringed with electric 
fire and the center of which was a 
roaring, seething mass, struck Fayette. 
ville. Buildings, dwellings and 


churches were swept away and several - 


persons were killed. 
At the home of Mrs. Henderson, where 
were gathered her son-in-law, Will 


Travis, his wife arid two children, the. 


roof was taken off and then the floor 
was wrenched away. Mrs. Henderson 
was badly hurt and Mrs. Travis and 
children were seriously injured. The 
remains of Mr. Travis were picked up 
100 yards from the residence. 

Twelve people were sitting together 
at the residence of Mr. Graham when 
the cyclone struck the house, the walls 
being crushed inand the roof blown 
away. Sally Graham, aged 9, was 
killed by falling débris. All others 
were badly injured. 

After the storm had passed the body 
of an unknown negro .child, dead, was 
picked up in Mainstreet. Altogether 
thirty residences, the public academy 
and Alliance warehouse were totally 
destroyed... Many other buildings were 
seriously damaged and fully a score of 
people were seriously hurt.- 

MILLEN (Ga.,) Jan. 6.—A terrific cy- 
clone passed near here yesterday, caus- 
ing great loss of property. A number 
of persons were injured. 

CuarRLeston (8. C.,) Jan. 6.—Darling- 
ton county was visited by a destructive 
tornado. At Casp’s depot roofs were 
blown from large residences. No one 
was hurt. Inthe northeastern part of 
the county houses were blown down. 
Twelve colored people were badly hurt. 
The track of the storm was sixty yards 
wide. It did not swervethrough forests 
of oak, hickory and pine, cutting an 
avenue through the woods. 

OakLAND (¥la.:,) Jan. 6.—A destruc- 
tive wiradstorm passed over the town 
this morning doing great damage to 
property and causing one death.

The Cohn Contest Sti!l Dragging Along 
Before Judge Clark, 


A Number of Witnesses Examined for the

In Judge Wade’s court yesterday the 
Bank of California petitioned to have 
the receiver of the Pacific Railway 
Company pay it $11,430, money ad- 
vanced to pay interest on coupons. 

On September 15, 1890, when the 
quarterly payment of interest coupons 
on the first mortgage bonds of the cable 
railway became due, the bank, at the 
request of Receiver Crank, advanced 
$11,715 on 781 coupons, which it res 
ceived and held uncanceled, the re- 
ceiver promising to pay back the money 
advanced. 

The receiver has paid back over 
$2000, and the bank now asks for fur- 
ther payment on 641 of the coupons,

Slick Mr. Soper. 

The State of Michigan is having a 
great time with its ‘reform administra- 
tion’? of Democrats. The good people 
of the commonwealth were persuaded 
that, as the Republicans had been in 
power a long time, it would be a 
good idea to try a change—to clean 
house politically, so to speak, and 
brush out the odd corners and see 
whether the Republicans had not grown 
careless in some minor details. So, as 
it was an ‘off year’’ anyhow, the Mich- 
iganders tried it. Mr. Soper went into 
the office of Secretary of State as one 
of the house cleaners, his name prob- 
ably commending him. 

While the newadministration has yet 
been unable to uficover any malfeasance 
or misfeasance on the part of its pred- 
ecessors, it has succeeded in gerry- 
mandering the State and then gerry- 
mandering the gerrymander. In other 
words it made a partisan division of the 
State in Congressional districts, and 
then it broke down. the precedent ob- 
served in almost every State in the 
Union since the Union was formed, and 


\passed a new law for the choice of 


Presidential electors. By this the 
State, instead of going as a unit accord- 
ing to the majority vote cast, will have 
its electors divided up accordingly as 
the districts singly go; “This is called 
Michiganizing, and it ts realiy the first 
attempt to carry the gerrymander into 
national politics. Itissucha dangerous 
and revolutionary tendency, that Presi- 
dent Harrison felt called upon to men- 
tion it and denounce it in his last mes- 
sage to Congress. . 

But the Democratic rules of Michigan 
have distinguished themselves at home 
as well as abroad; and particularly is 
this true of the slick Mr. Soper. He 
was strictly ‘‘on the make” albeft in a 
rather small way. But he did the best 
he could, according to his opportunities. 
He bartered 704 copies of the State 
Manual, worth intrinsically $880, but as 
he caused the names of 592 of the re- 
cipients to be embossed in gold leaf ‘on 
the covers at the expense of the State, 
the cost ran up to $1075. He does not 
seem to have got much for them. For 
one copy he received a pair of elk’s 
antlers, which, presumably, he affixed 
to the wall of his dining-room. He was 


asked by one gentleman for a copy 


of Howells’ Statutes; he took them 
out of the State repository and. for- 
warded them to the applicant with d let- 
ter in which he said: “I takegreat 
pleasure in sending you Howell's 
Statutes. I have not smoked a good 
cigar sincelI left Detroit. A box of fine 
ones would be appreciated.’’ Doubt- 
less the box was forwarded. He or- 
dered some furniture for the use of the 
State House, but bargained that a chair, 
a hamper and a blacking-box should be 
‘thrown in.’’ But they were not to be 
‘thrown in’’ for the use of the State; 


-they were to be sent to his residence at 


Newaygo. They were sent, but a bill 
was sent with them. Writing to tle 
firm on the mater, he said: ‘I told 
Mrs. Soper that she would receive them 
as complimentary. Imagine my sur- 
prise when Mrs. Soper showed me the 
bill and asked me whatit meant. . Isaid 
evidently it was an error made by your 
clerk.’? The reply of the firm is not 
given in evidence. 

Mr. Soper. had a penchant for the

A MEXICAN MONTE CARLO. 


An Old Scheme of Boom Days Revived 
in a New Form. 


A Dispatch from Chicago Stating That a 
Company Has Been Organized—The 
Los Angeles Promoters Pro- 
fess Ignorance. 


From the following Associated Press 
dispatch received from Chicago last 
evening it appears that an attempt is 
being made to revive in anotner form 
the old Tia Juana ‘Monte Carlo’’ scheme 
of four years ago: 

CuicaGco, Jan. 6.—An afternoon paper 
says a stock company has been organized 
with a capitai of $10,000,000 to establish 
a Monte Carlo gambling resort ona small 
island off the California coast, about thirty 
miles from Santa Barbara. Most of the 
stock has been taken by New York capi- 
talists. The island is to be fitted up in 
grand style. This information is obtained 
trom G. S. Chapin, of Chapin & Gore of this 
city. Matters are in abeyance at present. 
as the question of ownership of the island | 
lies between Mexico and the United States. 
It is proposed to put on a line of steamers 
to ply between the island and Santa Bar- 
bara and run the establishment the year 
round. The paper mentions the names of 
Walter S. Maxwell of California, who was 
urged at one time for chief of the horticul- 
tural department of the Worid’e Fair; I. H. 
Polk, his brother-in-law, and John T. 
Gaffey, formerly a member of the Cali- 
fornia State Board of Equalization, in con-, 
nection with the project. 

KNOWS NOTHING ABOUT IT. 

Walter S. Maxwell, the only one of. 
the three gentlemen mentioned, was 
seen by a TimEs reporter last night, and 
when questioned regarding the scheme, 
denied knowing anything about it. 

He did not seem anxious to talk on 
the subject, and stated that it is a pity 
and that he is sorry that his brother-in- 
law, L. H. Polk, and his friend, John T. 
Gaffey, are not here, as they are evi- 
dently in a position tc talk freely. 

He stated that Gaffe y spent six weeks 
in the City of Mexico and only returned 
two weeks ago, but left almost immedi- 
ately, giving out that he was going 
down to Sonora, but itis possible that 
he is in New York now. 

His brother-in-law, I. H. Polk, left for 
the East night before last and may be 
but of 
course Mr. Maxwell knows nothing of 
what is going on. 

He stated, however, that it is all non- 
sense to suppose that an island near 
Santa Barbara, as stated in the dis- 
patch, has been selected, as such an 
island would be in the jurisdiction of 
the United States, and cduld not be 
used forsucha scheme. If an island 
has been selected it must bein the Cor- 
onado group, just below San Diego and 
afew miles below the Mexican line; 
but he does not believe that © satis- 
factory arrangement could entered 
into with the Mexican government at 
present op accouut of the unsettled 
state of affairs. 

Several of Mr. Gaffey’s friends were 
seen by the reporter, but they knew 
nothing. | 

‘Hon. T, E. Rowan, who is very close 
to Mr. Gaffey, did not seem astonished 
when questioned, but would say noth 
ing.

THE WINTER RACES, 


Another Good Day’s Sport at 

Agricultural Park. 

The Favorites Again Carry Off Three 
Out of Four Races. ~ 


The Three-furlong Dasha Very /Sen- 
‘sational Event. 


Won by April Fool in the Fastest Time 
Ever Made in California—Bridal Girl, 
John Treat and Ben H Also 
Winners. 


Although the attendance at the Agri- 
cultural Park track yesterday after- 
noon was very meager, owing doubtless 
to the threatening aspect ot the weather, 
the fourth day of the *holiday’’ races 
was undeniably the most interesting of 
the meeting, close finishes, fast time and 
commendable ‘dispatch on the part of 
the starter being the order of the day. 
By a remarkable coincidence, the 
favorites again carried off three out of 
the four races, as hadbeen done on each 
ofthe three preceding days, and the 
talent therefore had good cause for self- 
congratulation, The track, though fast, 
was not quite in sach good condition as 
on the opening day of. the meeting, and 
the performance of April Fool, who won 
the three-furlong race in 3434 seconds, 
within a quarter of a second of the 
record which he holds, was, therefore, 
all the more sensational. There ap- 
peared to be a general divergence of 
opinion as to the time, several watches 
held by well-known horsemen showing 
82% seconds, but those; of the official 
timekeepers were accepted by the 
jndges as correct. In any event, this is 
the fastest time within which the dis- 
tance has been run in California, and 
the speedy gelding justiy earned the 
plaudits of the few who saw the race, 

Another notable feature of the day's 
sport was Sullivan’s masterly finish of 
the last event, Ben H, under his skilful 
handling, beating the favorite by a 
short head. 

FIRST RACE. 

The first event on the programme 
was a two-year-old selling race, the 
distance being thirteen-sixteenths of a 
mile, for which Bridal Girl, Combat and 
Capistrano sported silk. The filly was 
at once constituted favorite at 3 to 5, 
and before the horses went to the post, 


she had been shortened a point. while | 


odds of 5 to 2 Combat and 5 to J Cap- 
istrano went -begging. result 
proved that the judgment of the talent 
was correct. 

The trio went to the post punctually 
at 2 o’clock and at the second attempt 
the flag fell, with Capistrano a clear 
length in the lead of the other two, who 
were on even terms, The big bay seta 
cracking pace down the backstretch, 
and easily maintaining his advantage 
to the half-mile post, appeared to have 
things all his own way. The pacé was 
too hot for him, however, and at the 
turn Bridal Girl, closely attended by 
Combat, crept up to his’ quarters, At 
the head of the stretch Capistrano 
dropped back beaten, and the favorite 
was challenged by Combat, a ding-dong 
finish under the whip, resulting in a 
victory for the favorite by three-fourths 
of alength. Time .. 

~ There were four starters for the sec- 
ond event, a three-furlong dash, and 
the betting was very lively, each one 
of the ‘sprinters’? having his support- 
ers. April Fool, by virtue of his hold- 
ing the record forthe distance, wasa 
pronounced favorite, and lots of money 
was placed on him at I to 2, although 
the books opened at,even money. The 
Jew carried lots of local money on ac- 
count of his having won the half-mile 
heat race on the previous day, and the 
fact that little Sullivan rode him. Jim 
Duffy also had,a host_6f friends, and 
even Hercules was looked upon with 
favor. The race was @ sensational one, 
and fell to the favorite in 84% seconds, 
the fastest time ever made in Califor- 
nia. 

After a slight delay on account of 
April Fool’s disinclination to face the 
flag, Harter Smith sent the quartette off 
very prettily, Hercules being in the lead, 
with the others bunched. 

Rounding the curve, April Fool shot 
to the front on the outside, with The 
Jew at his flank, lapped by Jim Duffy 
and Hercules. As they entered the

sstretch, the pace proved too hot for the 
-two last named and they dropped back, 


but Sullivan urged The Jew and chal- 
lenged the favorite, who, however, 
drew away from him fuch by inch and 
came in under the wire an open length 
ahead. The last quarter was made in 


THIRD RACE. 

The third race, a mile and a half for 
all ages. proved a foregone conclusion 
for the veteran John Treat, against 
whom Idaho Chief and Rube were pit- 
ted, and a more popular victory could 
not well have been gained. 

At the first break Harter Smith gave 
the word, and John Treat, who had a good 
length the best of it. set the pace in his 
best style, Rube and Idaho Chief trailing 
him in the order named. There was no 
change in these positions until after 
the trio passed the stand for the first 
time, when Rube gave way to Idaho 
Chief. Going down. the backstretch 
Idaho Chief moved up a little, but the 
favorite lengthened his stride at the 
end ef the mile and drawing away 
again was never in danger, winuing in 
a gallop by four lengths; time 2:36. 

For the last event, a consolation 
handicap of seven furlongs, there ,were 
also three starters, King George, Re- 
quest and Ben H. Although the first 
named was considered invincible and 
was heavily backed at odds of 35 to 
100 Ben H, under theguidance of little 
Sullivan, snatched the race from the 
favorite by a short head. 

King George led off at the second at- 
tempt with the others at his saddle, but 
at the firstturn Ben H went to the 
front and, forcing the running, led__ the. 
favorite tothe half-mile post with a 
clear open length of daylight between 
them. At the curve, ver, K 
George crept up and, closing with him 
at the head of the stretch, came down 
under the whip witha rysh. Sullivan, 
however, shook his mount up and after 
a pretty tinish just scrambled home by 
a short head.

An All-day’Session Yesterday at the 
Chamber of Commerce. 
A Namber of Distinguished Visitors Present 
—Subjects of General Interest Dis- 
cussed—The Sessions to be 
‘Continued Today. 


The bee-keepers of Southern Califor- 
nia held an all-day meeting yesterday 
at the ChdmUér of Commerce. Repre- 
sentatives were present from nearly all 
the southern counties, the honored 
guests being Prof. A. J. Cook of the 
Michigan Agricultural College, A. J. 
Root of Medina, O., editor of Gleanings 
in Bee Culture, and J. H. Martin of New 
York State, who is known all over the- 
United States among bee men as ‘‘Tne 
Rambler,’’ which is the nom de plume 
he signs to his very able articles on bee 
culture. 


over by vice-President J. F. McIntyre 
and was devoted toa discussion of the 
climate, best adapted to bees, and 
causes which prevent large quantity of 
honey. 

In the afternoon the president, C. W. 
Abbott. was present and the following 
subjects were considered inturn: ‘‘The 
relation of bee-keepers to fruit-grow- 
ers;’’? ‘“‘Which is the most profitable 
bee?”? and ‘Foul brood.’’ All these 
topics were freely discussed, Prof. 
Cook giving many valuable hints. 

The evening session opened with a 
discussion on the relative profits in 
comb and extracted honey which called 
forth a variety of opinions. Mr., Mel- 
len of. Acton was in favor of comb 
honey production, Mr. Corey of Ventura 
county preferred the extracted. 

The size of sections preferred was 
another point discussed, and after that 
the bee-keepers considered the desira- 
bility of removing supers in the fall. 

Another question which came up was 
in regard to the best method of build- 
ing up inthe spring to secure a honey 
crop. Prof. Cook advocated plenty of 
food to stimulate the bees. He said 
thirty-two pounds was sufficient to win- 
ter a swarm in the coldest climate. 

Great interest. was manifested 
throughout the meeting, several ladies 
interested in bee culture being present 
during the day. 

The meeting adjourned at 8:89 last 
evening and immediately called a meet- 
ing to discuss. the organization of a 
State association, which will be ulti- 
mately decided this morning when the 
bee-keepers meet again at 9:80.

SAN PEDRO PREFERRED. 


A Favorable Report to» Congress 
on Its Harbor. 


Secretary Blaine Suddenly Taken Ill 
at His Office. — 


Sensational Rumors Current Regard- 
ing His*Condition. 


Silver Debated in the Senate—Stewart’s 
Failure as a Prophet—The House 
Opposed to Sending Aid 
to Russia.

Jan. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}.

BLAINE VERY ILL. 
Suddenly Prostrated—S 
about His Condition. 

WasuinoTon, Jan. 6.—{By the As#o- 
ciated Press.] Great excitement was 
caused in the Department of State this 
forenoon over the sudden illness of 
Secretary Blaine. The illness was said 
to be due altogether to temporary 
stomachic derangement. The alarm 
subsided about noon when the Secretary, 
who was attended by a physician from 
the War and Navy Departments, was 
reported resting quietly and being en- 
tirely out of danger.

FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS: 


FIRST SESSION, 

» Wasutneton, Jan. 6.—{By the Associ- 
ated Press.|. Senate—A large number 
of papers were presented and referred. 
One was from the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Seattle, Wash., praying Con- 
gress by more liberal appropriations to 
enable the War and Navy Departments 
to place the country in a thorough con- 
dition of defense. 

The Senate bill introduced by Mr. 
Stewart, to provide for the free coinage 
of gold and silver bullion, was taken up 
and Mr. Morrill addressed the Senate. 
He criticised the speech heretofore 
made by Mr. Stewart on the same sub- 
ject and spoke in opposition to the bill 
at great length. : 

In conclusion Mr. Morrill said: 

I have attempted to demonstrate that the 
depreciation of silver is both so great and 
universal that unlimited coinage could not 
be maintained’ on the preset standard 
with gold, but would suddenly wreck the 
country by a silver revolution; that un- 
limited coinage would interdict all inter- 
national silver compacts; that there is no 
scarcity of money incirculation; that a sil- 
ver standard would be equivalent to a hor- 
izontal reduction of the tariff of 25 per 
cent. if not more, and an equal reduction 
of all pensions; that the parties to the first 
profit by free coinage would be the incor- 
porated owners of silver mines only, and 
the parties ser 5 suffering the largest 
losses by it would be the great mass of our 
people into whose hands the depreciated 
coin and treasury notes finally pass. We 
have paid more than three-fourths of our 
great war debt in gold when our resources 
were far less than now, andI am unwillin 
to forfeit our well-earned reputation mee | 
lose public confidence and all ancestral 
prestige of our history by paying the sorry 
remnant of this dent in a legal tender of 
much less value. 

Mr. Tellerreplied to Mr. Morrill at 
great length.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Damage to Fruit and Fruit Trees by 
the Recent Cold Snap. 


Estimates Range from 5 to 15 per cent. on 
Oranges, with Lemons Sumewhat 
Higher—The Trees Not 


SANTA ANA. 
A tour of the citrus fruit sections of Or- 
ange county has been completed by a 
TIMES representative for the purpose of 


obtaining feliable information as to the 


damage done to fruit and fruit trees by 
the recent cold snap. Sufficient time has 
elapsed since the presence of the cold wave 
to determine the probable damage, as the 
fruit, upon close inspection, shows the re- 
sult when frozen. 7 

In many of thé groves visited but little, 
if any, damage could be detected, the fruit 
being bright and its fiesh solid and juicy. 
In other groves less protected and more 
poorly cultivated some of the fruit, especi- 
ally when cut open, showed the results of a 
freeze. The earlier varieties suffered 
least. In fact, but very few navel oranges 
were found that were sufficiently nipped 
to injure the sale of them. The Mediter- 
ranean and other later varieties suffered 
most, but none tosuch an extent that the 
growers need feel unduly alarmed. 

Several prominent fruit-growers were 
interviewed as tothe per cent. of damage 
done to the crop and their estimates were 
from 5 to15 per cent. on oranges. The 
lemon, being less hardy, had. suffered some 
more than this. In no instance were the 


trees of eitherthelemon or orange found 


to have beeninjured. A. Getty, purchasing 
agent for the Earl Fruit Company, was seen 
late last night, and asked to what extent 
the fruit had been injured by the freeze. 
Mr. Getty thought that the seedlings and 
early varieties throughout the county were 
not hurt in the least, but ‘‘the Mediterran. 
eans,’’ said he, ‘‘we will probably fight a 
little shy of, in buying, at least for a few 
weeks — At the very outside there is not 
more than 25 per cent. damage done to the 
crop. In the earlier varieties and seedlings 
I do not think the price will be lowered in 
the least on account of the freeze."’ 

This information, coming as it does from 
a fruit-buyer, should ease the minds of our 
fruit-growers in regard to the disposal of 
their present crop.

The First Pull of the Tug-of-war Mon- 
day Night. 


Much Interest Manifested in the Contest— 
Regular Weekly Meeting of the 
Board of Trade—The 
City Council,

where news items, advertisements and sub- 
s¢eriptions are received. 


The operahouse was jammed to suffoca- 
tion Monday night to witness the first ‘‘pull’’ 
of the “tug-6f-war.’’ Pomona's merchants, 
mechanics and the picked men of Co. 
D have been in training for weeks and 
when the hour came for the “‘tugging’’ to 
begin the crowd was considerably excited. 
It had been previously announced that the 
merchants, mechanics, Co. D and a 
Spanish team would participate. 

The four teams’ names were placed on 
cards and thrown in a hat and two names 
drawn out, which proved to be Co. D (of. 
the National Guards) and the Spanish 
team. There were six men on each side. 

The Spanish men averaged 181 pounds, 
andCo.D 177. There wasn’t much of a 
pull, as Co. D drew them over the line ih 
exactly twenty-five seconds. 

The next pull was more interesting.. It 
was between the mechanics and merchants. 
The former averaged 189 pounds and the 
latter 174, Although it was a foregone 
conclusion that the merchants could not 
hold down the mechanics, it took the latter 
one hour and five minutee to draw them 
over the line, 

The third pull was between the light- 
weights of Co. D and a picked nine, and the 
latter hauled the former over in twenty- 
five minutes. 

The Pomona band furnished their usual 
excellent music for the occasion, 

The operahouse was again packed till there 
was no standing room, Tuesday night, to.wit- 
ness the second ‘pull’ of the tug-of-war. 
As Co. Dand the mechanics were the suc- 
cessful participants Monday night consid- 
erable interest was taken in Tuesday night's 
pull. There was considerable betting, with 
odds in favor of Co. D. The audience was 
greatly surprised to see Co. D pull the me- 
chanics over the line in one minute and 
four seconds, and immediately set up a yell 
that was something tremendous. 

The next pull was between the merchants 
and Spanish teams, and lasted one hour 
and thirty-seven minutes, the merchants 
winning. At the close of the pull the 
anchor man of the Spanish team fainted 
from exhaustion, and was too ill last night 
to be up from his bed. 

CITY COUNCIL. 

The regular meeting of the City Council 
was held Tuesday night. The long-talked-of 
amendment to section 45 was read and ap- 
proved after much discussion. This amend- 
ment refers to the sale of Mquors in the 
city, and is probably the most severe of 
any ordinance ever passed in California. 
It not only provides that no person shall 
sell or give away spirituous, vinous or malt 
liquors, but that any person caughtin any 
place where they are sold shall be fined not 
more than $100 and imprisoned not more 
than fifty days. The public is considerably 
excited over the passage of the amendment, 
for, though Pomona has been a ‘“‘dry”’ town 
for years, itis known that many people 
could get liquors without any trouble. Re- 
marks of ‘unconstitutional, ‘“bad"’’ and 
won't have it’’ are common; but no 
action has been taken, and the public is in- 
terested to know whether the former 
‘places of resort"’ will be closed or not. 

Action was also taken in regard to the 
issue of the new city bonds for $40,000 for 
school purposes. The bonds will be. issued. 
in twoor three days and placed on the 
market. S.J. Ralph is president of the 
board and Orza Crabb clerk. 

The Council also decided they had no 
right to make any appropriations for the 
public library. 

BOARD OF TRADB, 

The Board of Trade held its regular meet- 
ing Monday night. The members were 
mostly interested in the *‘tug of war,’’ but 
considerable business was transacted. 

President Stern called the meeting to or- 
der. Five new members were admitted, 
and an additional Finance Committee ap- 
pointed for advertising the city and valley. 

The by-laws were so amended as to have 
meetings semi-monthly instead of monthly 
as before. The usual routine business was 
then transacted and the meeting adjourned:

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


The Storke Divorce Suit the All- 
absorbing Topic. 


The Plaintiff Tells the Full Story of 
Her Wrongs, 


The Causes Which First Led to Her 
Domestic Troubles. 


The Boy Tommy and References to Storke’s 
First Wite Among Her Annoyances 
-~Mrs. Storke’s Expericuces in 
Los Angeles.

The Storke divorce suit continues to mo- 
nopolize public attention. Yda Addis 
Storke took the stand again Tuesday after. 
noon, and the direct examination was re. 
sumed. She related the circumstances of 
the visit to San Francisco in June ‘91; 
stated that Mr. Storke staid with her from 
the 18thtothe 20th, and the whole two 
days were spent in an argument about 
coming back to Santa Barbara. A bone of 
contention was the boy Tommy, but the 
boy was not the bone of contention, The 
bone of cuntention was the way Storke 
treated her. She got angry about the boy. 
Storke would not send him away, but said 
he had a regard for Tummy, and would 
not send him out to be a tramp. 

He begged her to come back; said he 
would remove all causes of discord. He 
presisted. and she yieldéd and promise’ to 
return and be good to him. She felt an 
affection for him, and he manifested a lik. 
ing for her. 

She went down to the station to see Mr. 
Storke off and they affectionately embraced 
and separated. She caine down to this city 
later and was metatthe wharf by Storke. 
They took a *bus and he went to the office 
and she went tothe Arlington and sent for 
Storke tocome and see her. He did not 
come. Next day she sent for two clergy- 
men to act as meditators between the hus- 
band and wife. She could obtain the ser- 
vices of but one, and she would not go and 
see Storke unless two accompanied her, 

Ten days later she went into Storke's of- 
fice and a conversation ensued. She aked 
him what he was going todo with her and 
he replied nothing. She then said she 
vould install herself in his rooms and go to 
meals with him, and he said, “If you do I'll 
run you in.’’ She remained in the of- 
fice from 1 o'clock till 6 discussing their 
troubles. She then left and said she 
wanted to see him that evening, and he 
promised her money to go to Los Angeles. 
That evening he was notin the office. She 
called net day and demanded the money, 
but did not get it. She tried to borrow 
from several, but could get none. She got 
on the train with a little over $1 and a gen- 
tleman helped her out, and she got enough 
money to go to Los Angeles. Since then 
she has lived in Los Angeles. 

Mrs. Storke then volunteered some testi. 
mony. She stated that at one time her 
husband picked her up, swung her above 
his head, and as she came down she struck 
a bookcase and hurt her hand. Another 
time Storke told her that she was no wife 
of his and to sue for a divorce if she 
wanted to, and said: “The courts will 
make nfe support you, but I'll starve you 
before you get a cent.’ After this scene, 
which occurred in Mr. Storke's office, he 
put her on the car and sent her home. 

Witness stated that she had no means and 
could not work. She thought Storke was 
worth about $75,000. Another source of 
trouble was his frequent reference to his 
former wife. 

The cross-examination begun about 2:30 
and was conducted by Mr. Stephens. When 
it came time to close the session Mrs, 
Storke was still on the stand. 

YESTERDAY'S SESSION. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Winchester took 
the stand. He testified that he had given 
Mrs. Storke a certificate to go away, as she 
needed a change of air, and stated that her 
trouble was more of a mental nature, bor. 
dering on insanity. 

J. W. Calkins and Mr. Bell were intro- 
‘duced and testitied as to the value of Mr. 
Storke’s property, The Sespe ranch was 
worth about $40 an acre and the Dos Pu. 
eblos about $60. 

Mrs. Storke then took the stand and the 
cross-examination was resumed. The ses- 
sion was mostly taken up with the intro- 
ducing and reading of letters written by 
Mrs. Storke to her husband while she was 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco The 
letters were to the effect that the boy must 
be sent away or she would not return, and 
each letter contained the question; -‘Is 
Tommy still there*’’ 

In her testimony she denied that Tommy 
was the cause of all her trouble and stated 
that by an expression used in one of her 
letters she did not mean it as a threat 
‘to kill Tommy. 

She related a story of a miscarriage at 
Los Angeles, and stated that she did not 


later, when informed by her physician. 
Her preguancy dated trom about June 16. 

The time her clothes caught tire it was 
accident and she vut it out herself. 

At the afternoon session two ietters 
written by Mrs. Storke to Judge Cope were 
written in 
August, 1891, stated that as Storke had ap- 
pealed from orders to pay alimony, she was 
without money and being in a f-ightful 
condition Of health she desired the court 
to push the case throuch as rapidly as pos- 
sible. It is understood that the letter also 
contained charges against Storke ang the 
story of herconfinement. The other letter 
to the court, written in October, stated that 
at the time she wroté the other she had 
just risen from a sick bed and wrote the 
letter to explain-any -wrong impression 
which the firgt-Might leave. 

. Mrs. Storke took the stand and stated 

she had been advised by her counsel, Hor- 
ace Bell, to write the letters. She related 
an incident, stating that at one time while 
confined at Don Antonio Coronel’s, at Los 
Angeles, she had lain for three days with. 
out water and four days without food. 
This was in August. On the fourth day she 
dressed and went down and took a car, not 
knowing where she was going. She went 
to Mrs. Howard's, where she remained a 
few days. During this time she wrote the 
first letter to Judge Cope. | 

Dr. Knox was called, and stated that he 
called on the plaintiff April 17th and found 
her in astate of nervous excitement, tech- 
nically termed hysteria, and deemed a 
change of surroundings necessary, or it 
would end in death or insanity. 

The defendant, C. A. Storke, was the next 
witness, and stated that he was married to 
the plaintiff on September 10,1890. The 
first few days passed very pleasantly. She 
went to Ventura in a day or. two and staid 
aweek. After her return time went by 
pleasantly. Ina few days he went to San 
Francisco with Mrs. Storke. The first 
trouble occurred in thatcity. They had 
poet the evening rather pleasantly. 
Later in the night they went out to an ice-

The next scene was in Santa Barbara. 
One night during the Lopez trial she wanted

Storke was taking the commander 
out for a ride and called at the house and 
invited her to go along, He found his wife 
in a hysterical fit lying on the bed. 
Tommy had been impudent. She would 


not go; coaxing had no effect. The 
witness departed, and returning found her 
still sulky. She would not soothed. 


She ran into the kitchen, and he followed. 
She held upa bottle and said, ‘‘See what 
I've done!"" ‘‘What, you have not taken 
morphine?” ‘“Yes,"shereplied. She then 
went out, put her hat and cloak on the 
fence and started down the street. Wit- 
rfess followed her into a drug store, where 
she hid., A doctor was called and a stom- 
ach pump applied. They then went. home, 
She lait own on. the bed, and for hours 
abused Storke and his family most shame- 
fully’ The witness stated that he excnsed 
her, as he thought she was crazy. The 
next morning she was bysterical and 
wanted to go to the county hospital.
